So lv e W o o d Sho rtag e 
New Yo rk.—Wood pulp is being con 
sumed four times as fast as it is 
grown, says a report issued at the 
New York botanical garden, where ex 
periments are being carried on in co­ 
operation with Columbia university 
and the Oxford Paper company in an 
effort to increase the supply.

Important That Chicks 
Be Confined Near Stove 
It is Important that chicks be con­ 
fined near the brooder stove when 
they are first put Into the brooder 
This may be done by putting a wire 
screen around the brooder so that the 
chicks cannot get out of the warmth 
until they have learned to go where 
the heat suits them best. 
If there is 
any floor draft It is advisable to make 
this retainer out of tin or some simi­ 
lar material. 
After such a retainer is 
removed, the corners of the brooder 
house should be 
rounded off with 
some material so as to prevent the 
chicks from crowding into the cor­ 
ners. 
Groper regulation of the heat 
will also prove on important factor In 
preventing chicks from crowding.
